The old time barbarous way of 
inflicting the death penalty will 
soon be a thing of the past as the 
work of installing the death chair 
st the Eddyville penitentiary is 
going on steadily and will be 
ready for use in s few weeks. 
The electrocution law became 
effective on dune 14th and if a 
ertme is committed after that 
time for which the death penalty 
is imposed the condemned man 
will be electrocuted. There has 
been a notable change made in 
the prison st Frankfort. The 
old penitentiary at that place 
will soon be converted into a re- 
f irmatory and this is one of the 
principal reasons tne death chair 
was located at Eddyville ins ead 
of Frankfort as it is hardly pro¬ 
bable the dea h penalty will be 
inflicted io a re 4>rmatory. The 
Prison Commission Will be ready 
insfev months to begin the 
transfer of the prisoners. All 
the prisoners over thirty years 
of sge will be taken to Eddyville 
and all QDder thirty will go to 
Frankfort Also, under this 
new law, all prisoners, no mat¬ 
ter what the crime, that meet the 
requirements as to conduct and 
be paroled and quite a number 
are now being granted.—Har¬ 
rodsburg Herald.

Tbe criminal was seated on a 
choir fixed to a post, a loop of rope 
was placed encircling bis neck and 
tbe post, and by ..means of a stick or 
cudgel (Spanish "garrote”) inserted be¬ 
tween tbe post and tbe condemned 
man's neck tbe cord was tightened 
antll strangulation ensued. 

Tbe modern garrote consists of a 
brass collar containing a sharp pointed 
screw. The executioner torus tbe 
•crew, and Its point penetrates tbe 
spinal marrow, csoslng instant death. 

Every civilised country does Its bast 
nowadays to make tbe dreadful task 
of execution aa rapid and painless as 
possible. Hanging aa at present per¬ 
formed is a very different matter from 
what it used to be In England.
